Television at Lambeth

B ISHOP Jones, what’s the signif- _ 
icance of the Lambeth Conference 
to the people back home in West 
Wexasr. 

That was the question posed to 
the first of seventy-six bishops to 
come before the camera and micro- 
phone set up by the Division of Ra- 
dio and Television at Lambeth Pal- 
ace. The Bishop had one minute to 
make his answer. 

The evening of the day the film 
was shot, the undeveloped film was 
placed on an airplane bound for the 
USA. The next morning, it was in 
the hands of a distributing agent 


| who processed the film, added to it 


a half-minute of silent footage show- 
ing general scenes of London, the 
opening services, Lambeth, and the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, and 
mailed the whole clip, together with 
a script containing commentary, to 
selected stations in the diocese of the 
Bishop filmed. 

There, local newscasters included 
the film in their daily round-up of 
news, and thousands of persons in 
the community learned, first, that 
there is such a thing as the Lambeth 
Conference; second, that the Epis- 
copal Church on the corner is part 
of a world-wide Church, the Angli- 
can Communion; and third, that the 
Anglican Communion is concerned 
with bringing Christ’s love to them 
as they daily face their human needs 
and problems. Within the week that 
the film was “‘shot”, reports began to 
come back to bishops from the four 
corners of the United States that they 
had been seen and their message 
heard with gladness over home-town 
television stations. 

This is only one excellent example 
of the opportunity offered to gath-

erings of church people to use radio 
and television to make an impact 
and impression on people across 
whole communities of the fact that 
there is an Episcopal Church that is 
interested in them and their human 
and spiritual needs. 

The greatest current opportunity 
to use radio and television in this 
fashion is, of course, the General 
Convention. The Division of Radio 
and ‘Televison will again make film 
clips of all the bishops, to send to 
newsmen on local television stations. 
We shall also do the same for a rep- 
resentative of each diocesan Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary. It is probably the only 
way many people will hear a person- 
al word on the work and meaning 
of Convention, the Church’s su- 
preme legislative body, from home- 
town people. 

In addition, we shall make avail- 
able film and recording facilities for 
any convention persons who wish to 
make special programs to send to sta- 
tions in their dioceses. Not nearly 
enough people take advantage of 
this yet, but there is a growing group 
of broadcast-wise churchmen who re- 
alize the effective power of radio 
and television to communicate with 
community people back home. 

We have arranged for several na- 
tional programs to be correlated with 
General Convention: CBS-TV’s 
Lamp Unto My Feet on Sunday, Oc- 
tober 5 at 10 a.m., EST; CBS Radio’s 
Church of the Air on Sunday, Octo- 
ber oat o:30saim., Fol; and NBC 
Radio’s Faith In Action on Sunday, 
October 19, at 8:15 a.m., EST, will 
carry a round-up discussion of the 
Convention. 

Not the least of our work will be 
to help the Dioceses of Florida and 
South Florida benefit from the im- 
pact of having the Convention in 
their midst. We shall have one per- 
son who will devote his entire time 
to bringing the Episcopal Church, its 
work and its people, to Florida lis- 
teners and viewers, through place- 
ment of guests on current programs, 
and in furnishing news film and re- 
leases of Convention doings to Flori- 
da stations. 

When the General Convention is 
over, we hope radio and television 
will have helped the evangelistic 
work of the churches in the Conven- 
tion State, as well as across the na- 
tion.

CHURCH IN SOUTHERN SUNSHINE STATE GROWS AT FASTER RATE THAN POPULATION 


By the Rt. Rev. Henry I. Louttit, Bishop of South Florida 


By action of the General Conven- 
tion meeting in Baltimore, Mary- 
land, in 1892, the Missionary Juris- 
diction of Southern Florida was 
established with the election of the 
Rt. Rev. William Crane Gray as its 
first bishop. One of the great mis- 
sionary bishops of the Church, he 
assumed the responsibility for a tiny, 
struggling church working in the last 
frontier area east of the Mississippi. 
Five small parishes, St. Paul’s, Key 
West; Grace, Ocala; Holy Cross, San- 
ford; St. Luke’s, Orlando; and St. 
Peter’s, a Negro congregation in Key 
West were the established churches. 
These, plus thirty-five missions, 
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many hardly more than preaching 
stations, constituted the district. 
Twenty clergy (some semi-retired 
and in Florida for reasons of ill 
health) ministered to the needs of 
the 1,912 communicants. The first 
year 212 were added by confirmation. 

After twenty-one years of vigorous 
leadership traversing the peninsula 
over the sand trails by horseback, 
wagon, and ox cart, and down its 
waterways by sail, Bishop Gray re- 
tired. To his successor, the Rt. Rev. 
Cameron Mann (transferred from 
North Dakota) he bequeathed thir- 
teen parishes, forty-two clergy, and 
4,115 communicants. The success of 
his missionary zeal and indefatigable 


labor is measured by the seventy- 
seven missions by then organized. 

The wise leadership and business 
acumen of Bishop Mann brought 
the Missionary District to diocesan 
status in 1922 when the General 
Convention, meeting in Portland, 
Oregon, admitted South Florida as 
a diocese. Communicants had grown 
to 7,015 in the ninety-one congrega- 
tions by then established. 

Three years laters the, diocese 
elected the Rt. Rev. John Durham 
Wing as coadjutor. Almost coinci- 
dent with his consecration came the 
collapse of the Florida Boom. Where 
there had been prosperity now there

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was want. Under his patient and — 
faithful care the Church in South 
Florida weathered the storms, not 
only of the Florida economic col- 
lapse but of the great depression of 
the ‘thirties,’ and World War II as 
well. No mortgaged property was 
lost. Slowly the church grew in num- 
bers and in stability, surely the reli- 
gious understanding and the devo- 
tion of the people deepened as a 
result of his pastoral care, his teach- 
ing of the faith, and his preaching 
of he word with power. 

At the end of World War II the 
Florida State Newe Bureane, Preset GlOcesall Was elected to serve, 
SKYLINE of spherical tanks proclaims Florida’s new, one hundred million dollar chemical industry first as suffragan (1945) and then as 
coadjutor (1948), succeeding Bishop 
Wing on his retirement on January

missions sixty-nine. Eighty-seven 
clergy served 27,537 communicants. 
That year 2,037 were confirmed and 
the chur ch school enrollment 
reached 11,258 (nearly four times as 
many confirmed and in the church 
schools than there were in 1922 
when South Florida became a dio- 
cese). During the period from 1922 
to 1952 the population growth of 
South Florida was at the rate of 
2.85%, surpassed by the Church’s 
communicant grow th rate of 3. 829

rida. Traditionally, the economy of 
Florida rested on two supports, agri- 
culture (winter vegetables and cit- 
rus), and on the tourist business. In 
agriculture stability has been in- 
creased by the concentrate processing 
of citrus, and the growing investment 
in cattle made possible by improved 
pasture, 

An added and increasing fact in 
the economy is the growth of manu- 
facturing and industry, caused in 
some part by the Patrick Missile Base 
in Brevard County. As a result of 
these factors and the rapidly increas- 
ing numbers of retired folk who 
come to Florida to live, the popula- 
tion is expanding at a prodigious 
rate. he census of 1950 showed 
South Florida had a pope of

Bureau estimates the population now 
as 2,959,800, a growth of 64.8%. 

We rejoice that the Church has 
experienced a similar growth. Com- 
municants in 1950 numbered 24,815 
while the annual reports as of Jan- 
uary 1, 1958, reported 46,938. As 
compared to the population growth 
rate of 62.8%, the Church has grown 
in communicants 89.1%. There are 
now more than 150 clergy serving 
sixty-two parishes and_ ninety-five 
missions. In 1957, 3336 persons were 
received or confirmed. 

What happened may well be illus- 
trated by the brief history of three 
new congregations in the three natu- 
ral areas of South Florida; Central 
Florida, the West Coast, and the 
East Coast. They are St. Mary’s, 
‘Tampa, St. Michael’s, Orlando, and 
St. Thomas’, South Miami. 

In 1946 St. Andrew’s Parish in 
Tampa founded a branch of its 
church school in the growing Palma 
Ceia area. Initially five teachers and 
eighteen children met in a borrowed 
dance studio. The next year a build- 
ing was erected on the land pur- 
chased to take care of the school 
which had quadrupled in size. 

1949 saw the building of a church 
as the parents and children of the 
church school became an organized 
parochial mission, known as St. 
Mary’s. Two years later it became a 
self-supporting diocesan mission and 
in 1952 gained parish status and the 
church building, of necessity, was 
doubled in size. 

Rapid growth necessitated plans 
for a larger site and building so in 
1954 ten acres of land were pur- 
chased. There was built a rectory in 
1957 as the first of the permanent 
buildings while an Air Force Chapel 
was moved to the site to serve both 
parish day school and Sunday school. 
A permanent parish house and 
Christian education building are 
now under construction to serve the 
more than one thousand communi- 
cants, the Sunday school of six hun- 
dred and the parish day school with 
grades from kindergarten through 
the sixth and enrollment of 190. 

The initial investment of $18,000 
made by St. Andrew’s Parish has 


made possible the present value of

From Alcohol to Unity 


COMMISSIONS SUBMIT DIVERSE REPORTS TO GENERAL CONVENTION 


Nias of the work and advance 
preparation of the General Conven- 
tion is done by its more than twenty- 
five Joint Commissions and Commit- 
tees. A Joint Committee is composed 
of bishops and deputies only; a Joint 
Commission includes outside special- 
ists. 

In Miami Beach, October 5-17, the 
Church’s bishops and the 654 
laymen and clergymen elected to the 
House of Deputies will discuss and 
debate a multitude of subjects, from 
alcohol to unity, the reports of their 
Joint Commissions and Committees. 

The reports are sent, prior to June 
1 of the Convention year, to the Con- 
vention’s secretary, the Rev. C. Ran- 
kin Barnes, who sees to their print- 
ing and distribution to each bishop 
and deputy. 

Here, as an aide-memoire in fol- 
lowing the Convention’s progress, is 
a summary of the reports which ask 
for legislative action: 


Alcoholism. An intensive educational 
program on alcohol and alcohol 
problems, “including social drink- 
ing, effects of alcoholic beverages on 
behavior and performance (as on 
driving), teen-age drinking, problems 
of inebriety and dependence upon 
alcohol, the care of alcoholics and 
their families, and the principles and 
methods of sound alcohol educa- 
tion,” is recommended for the 
Church by the Joint Commission to 
Study the Problems of Alcoholism. 

In the National Council the pro- 
gram would be implemented by the 
creation of a Division of Alcohol and 
Alcohol Problems to examine, study, 
and work towards resolution of alco- 
hol problems. aided in each diocese 
by an active committee. Theological 
seminaries are asked to educate their 
students in the “pertinence and ap- 
plication of their disciplines to alco- 
hol problems.” Church schools and 
colleges, too, must “introduce sound 
teaching about alcohol problems 
into their curricula,” according to 
the Joint Commission. 
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Parish clergy, directors of religious 
education, Sunday school superin- 
tendents, and other educational lead- 
ers are urged to teach their children, 
young people, and adult groups al- 
cohol problems as they “bear upon 
general principles of spiritual, men- 
tal, social and physical health.” 
With regard to the special problems 
of alcoholics and their families, rec- 
tors are cautioned to enlist ex- 
perienced and skilled lay help in 
guiding the work undertaken in the 
community, 


Atomic Energy. The gift of a nu- 
clear reactor to St. Paul’s University, 
Tokyo, “of a type suited to its edu- 
cational and research program and 


equipped with facilities for produc- 
ing radioactive isotopes for clinical 
use by St. Luke’s Hospital” is the 
recommendation of the Joint Com- 
mission on the Peaceful Uses of | 
Atomic Energy. 

The Commission requests Gen- | 
eral Convention to authorize the gift | 
“in the name of the whole Church” | 
and to ask the National Council to 
set aside a sum not to exceed $400,- | 
000 from the proposed Capital Funds | 
Program or from direct gifts for the : 
reactor. 

Finally the Commission, beliey- 
ing “that nuclear energy with its: 
enormous potential for good or evil | 
is so basically significant to all life,” 
asks the Liturgical Commission to-

Clergy Pensions. According to the 
trustees of the Church Pension 
Fund in their General Convention 
report, clergy and their widows and 
children under the Fund could be 
given a twenty percent increase in 
their pensions without an increase 
in pension assessments. 

The members of the Convention’s 
Joint Commission to Study Clergy 
Pension Plans and Clerical Salaries 
recommends that this be done by 
continuing the present fifteen per 
cent rate of assessment. 

Diocesan efforts in surveying cleri- 
cal salaries and allowances also are 
recommended. 


Deaconesses. After surveying 26 
bishops for their opinions on the 
work of deaconesses, this Commission 
recommends five specific steps to in- 
crease the effective use of the Order:

First, the Commission asks Gen- 
eral Convention to raise the educa- 
tional standards to the same educa- 
tional requirements as men who be- 
come deacons. Secondly, the Com- 
mission asks that deaconesses give 
consideration to modernizing their 
garb. 

An amendment to Canon 51 re- 
quiring a deaconess to report an- 
nually to the Bishop of her diocese 
“in the form prescribed by the 
bishop”’ is also recommended. 

On the matter of pensions for 
deaconesses, who do not come under 
the Church Pension Fund, the Com- 
mission urges parishes and organiza- 
tions employing deaconesses to pro- 
vide them, in addition to Social 
Security, with an annuity at age 65 
after twenty-five years’ duty, graded 
down proportionately for shorter 
duty. 


Eastern Orthodox. In place of its 
present title, the Joint Commission 
on Assistance to the Eastern Ortho- 
dox Churches, the Commission rec- 
ommends a change to the Joint 
Commission on Co-operation with 
the Eastern Churches. 


It also asks the continuance of 
the Commission “to survey the need 
for aid among the Eastern Churches, 
to provide assistance in the measure 
of funds available, and to make tec- 
ommendations to the Presiding 
Bishop on matters affecting these 
Churches.” 

To provide funds for its use, the 
Commission requests fifteen per cent 
of the annual Good Friday Offering. 
During the past triennium, the 
Commission disbursed more than 
$64,000, most of it to support St. 
Sergius Institute and related under- 
takings in Paris. 


Ecumenical Relations—South India. 
Primary project during the past 
triennium of the General Conven- 
tion’s Joint Commission on Ecumen- 
tical Relations was its study of the 
Church of South India (FortH, May 
p. 20) . In its report, the Commission 
proposes two resolutions establish- 
ing “something short of full inter- 
communion” between the Episcopal 
Church and the CSI. 

The first resolution acknowledges 
the bishops, presbyters, and the dea-

A man of dynamic convic- 
tion, he combines a contagious zeal 
with a talent for administration. 
During his eight years as bishop the 
missionary growth of the diocese has 


boosted morale as high as member- 
ship figures.

Moses, SUFFRAGAN BisHop: A genial 
companion, a scholar, a dedicated 
pastor and a good executive, Bishop 
Moses is a Floridian of long stand- 
ing.

HANDCLASP FROM CANTERBURY GREETS HOWARD EPISCOPALIANS

This is the fourth in a series of 
articles on the various types of the 
ministry to the campus. Canterbury 
House offers a warm personal touch 
to the friendly atmosphere found at 
Howard University. Welcoming 
newcomers has been Howard’s spe- 
cialty for many years, since it set a 
precedent by being the first college 
to welcome Negroes. Future articles 
will deal with other phases of college 
work,

yy coun ABOARD! It’s 
nice to have you here. We all hope 
you will enjoy being with us.” 

A courtly-looking man was address- 
ing a young person, easily identified 
by her manner as a new student at 
the university. The courtly-looking 
man was an assistant dean in one of 
the schools of the university. After 
he had spoken to the new student 
and walked away, there followed 
the business manager, an associate 
professor of Law, the head of the 
Department of Romance  Lan- 
guages, and several instructors. They 
introduced themselves to the new 
student and expressed themselves 
as being willing to help her in any 
way they could. 

The scene is Canterbury House. 
The time is the first Sunday after 
the opening of college. The occa- 
sion is the first Celebration of the 
Holy Communion for the academic 
year. This scene will be repeated 
every Sunday during the year. The 
characters may change, but the 
warmth of the welcome, and the 
genuineness of friendly greeting are 
always the same. 

The new student is one of more 
than four thousand students who 


e Mr. FERRELL is Episcopal chaplain at 
Howard University, Washington, D.C. 
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had come to Washington, D.C., to 
enroll in Howard University. 
Granted a charter by act of Con- 
gress, March 2, 1867, Howard was 
one of the first universities to 
welcome the recently freed slaves as 
its students. For ninety-one years, it 
has been one of America’s outstand- 
ing universities. Until very recent 
years, almost half of all the Negro 
physicians in the country had been 
trained in its College of Medicine. 
A great percentage of the Negro 
lawyers have been graduates of its 
Law School. Its School of Music, 
Department of Drama, and Art De- 
partment have sent many students 
into the world of the arts. Its ten 
schools and colleges together have 
graduated more Negroes than any 
other single university. Into this 
proud heritage the young student 
is entering. 

At the heart of Howard’s pro- 
gram is the desire to heighten the 
religious life of its members. This 
concern grew out of the personal 
lives of its founders, who are des- 
cribed in the early minutes of the 
Board of ‘Trustees as “godly men.” 
The university has continued to ex- 
ercise a policy of religious freedom 
and tolerance. Christians and Jews, 
Moslems and Hindus, Baptists, and 
Roman Catholics and those who 
espouse no religious faith are pro- 
vided with an atmosphere where 
they can study together and some- 
times talk together about their con- 
victions. In this atmosphere, a last- 
ing religious faith is often born in 
students who probably would not 
have such an encounter in other cir- 
cumstances. The university provides 
facilities to five bodies to maintain 
work on the campus. The Episcopal 
Church, through its Canterbury 
program, is one of these. The Can- 
terbury House and program, dir- 
ected by the chaplain and an ap- 


prentice. assistant, are supported by 
the Diocese of Washington. 

In a very real way, the Episcopal 
members of the university—faculty, 
administration, and 
conscious of a common bond that 
draws them together. Coming as 
they do from thirty-eight dioceses 
within the United States and from 
eleven foreign countries, they feel 
that at Canterbury House they can 
be together. Here the overseas stud- 
ent finds friends from his own coun- 
try and other countries who are in- 
terested in him as a person. Here 
the reticent student is made to feel 
at home. Here the lonely student 
can find an interest which will draw 
him out of himself and make him 
feel wanted. 

Tony Lumpe was confused. His 
fundamentalist 
found, was poor preparation for the 
intellectual challenges that college 
presented. In the discussions of 
science and religion that various 
faculty members led at the Wednes- 
day evening meetings of Canter- 
bury, he began to gain a new under- 
standing of his early religious 
beliefs. 

Glenda Parrish was disillusioned. 
She had been surprised to overhear 
that her popularity, evidenced by 
her membership in many campus 
organizations, was owed to the fact 
that her father was a wealthy doctor 
who sent her a liberal allowance 
each month. In the social life of 
Canterbury she found at last that 
she could be accepted for herself 
and not for what she had. 

Ashibu Assewe, newly arrived 
from his native Kenya was lone- 
some. No one seemed to understand 
that he did not always want to dis- 
cuss Mau Mau, but that he did 
want to learn the heart of America. 
At Canterbury he was glad to learn 
that he could be himself and that 
here were people who would have 
patience with his difficulties of lan- 
guage and custom. 

Faculty persons, too, looked 
forward to their get-togethers over 
tea or coffee, where they could dis- 
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students—are

cuss the implications of the disci- 
plines in which they were engaged. 
At Canterbury House they are free 
to talk about the relationship be- 
tween their religious faith and the 
tremendously important happen- 
Ings going on in the world. Here is 
a fellowship which can at least 
understand and respect their point 
of view even if there is not complete 
agreement with it. 

All this is possible because Can- 
terbury sees itself as an agent to 
assist those in the university com- 
munity to acquire a deeper under- 
standing of the relationship of a 
body of knowledge, technical in its 
scope, to the broader Truth of 
which God is the center. It sees the 
university community not as being 
an end in itself, but rather as a rest- 
ing place, a place of refreshment, 
where one seeks the _ intellectual 
strength and the particular tech- 
nical tools that will make his life

most meaningful. It sees the univer- 
sity community as a heterogeneous 
group in which members are bound 
together through efforts to assist 
each other to realize their fullest 
capabilities. The university may well 
not be these things but they are 
minimum goals which the Church 
holds out for it. 

The center of life at Canterbury 
is the altar and its services. Cele- 
brations of the Holy Communion 
every Sunday and Wednesday afford

faculty, students, and administra- 
tion an opportunity to renew their 
spiritual lives in the traditional 
way of the Church. Student choir, 
altar guild, and servers’ guild pro- 
vide opportunity for all to feel that 
they are making a tangible con- 
tribution to the conducting of the 
Services. 

Weeky meetings of Canterbury, 
Bible discussion groups, conferences, 
meetings with other religious groups, 
provide occasions to exchange ideas 
and questions and to test one’s own 
points of view. In the social and re- 
creational life of the house, tension 
and the ennui of university life are 
relieved. 

There are still gaps in the pro- 
gram which need to be filled. ‘The 
students in the professional schools, 
by and large, do not feel a kinship 
to the basic program of Canterbury. 
Their needs are vastly different 
from those of the undergraduate 
who is seeking a general acclima- 


tization to the problems of higher 
education. Students in graduate 
and professional schools need op- 
portunities to discuss among them- 
selves and with those particularly 
aware of their problems by reason 
of personal acquaintance the impli- 
cations of their particular fields of 
endeavor. Canterbury House can 
and does hope to furnish the set- 
ting in which these discussions can 
take place. The age of specializa- 
tion has made the place of the pro- 
fessional person in our modern 
culture more important than ever. 
Unless the Church can speak to 
their particular needs, the Church 
will not be serving them as best it 
might. While these persons are in 
training is the ideal time to reach 
them. Canterbury hopes to do its 
part. 

Another great area in which work 
needs to be done is with married 
couples living off campus. It was a

The exhibit sets forth the growth 
of freedom in all its major forms. 
In American democracy the concept 
of freedom is set forth in the first 
ten amendments to the U.S. Consti- 
tution. These ten amendments com- 
monly called the Bill of Rights in- 
cludes, of course, provision that the 
“Congress shall make no law respect- 
ing an establishment of religion or 
prohibiting free exercise thereof.” 

This principle long a cherished 
part of the American heritage, was 
not born full-blown by the framers 
of the Constitution. It had had a 
slow, often turbulent development 
from its origins almost a century and

a half before in the small Long Is- 
land village of Flushing. There, 
three hundred years ago last Decem- 
ber 27, thirty citizens endorsed and 
signed a protest to Governor Stuy- 
vesant against certain restrictions 
against the Quakers. Known as the 
Flushing Remonstrance this project 
served to secure the acquittal of John 
Bowne when arrested and banished 
for permitting Quakers to hold re- 
ligious meetings in his home in 
Flushing. 

His home has been preserved as a 
national shrine and many of his de- 
cendants are today members of the 
Episcopal Church.

Church of South India at or after 
the inauguration of that Church as 
true bishops, priests, and deacons in 
the Church of God. 

The second resolution sets up con- 
ditions respecting bishops and epis- 
copally ordained priests and deacons 
and their celebrating or assisting 
at services of the Episcopal Church 
and Episcopal participation in the 
services of the Church of South 
India. 

The two resolutions, which were 
unanimously adopted by the Com- 
mission, are described as “necessary 
interim measures’ which establish 
now “the fullest possible fellowship 
with the CSI which is consistent with 
Anglican principles.” 


Ecumenical Relations. In addition 
to its lengthy report on the Church 
of South India, the Ecumenical Com- 
mission offers two resolutions affect- 
ing other areas of its work. 

It suggests that an Advisory Com- 
mittee on Anglican Relations be 
named by the Presiding Bishop as a 
permanent body responsible to him. 
This done, the Commission asks that 
it be discharged from primary re- 
sponsibility in that field. 

General Convention approval is 
also asked for an official National 
Council Committee on Ecumenical 
Relations. The report declared that 
the Commission “has found the ad- 
ministrative responsibilities that 
have fallen to it are of dimensions 
beyond the capacity of the Commis- 
sion to discharge satisfactorily.” 


General Convention. “To make 
General Convention a more efficient 
and more productive instrument of 
the whole Church, the Joint Commit- 
tee on Structure and Organization 
of the General Convention offers sev- 
eral recommendations: 

To bring down “the unwieldy size 
which General Convention has 
grown to” from its present 654 dep- 
uties to 568, the Committee pro- 
poses an apportionment of diocesan 
deputies in both clergy and lay or- 
ders based on the number of active 
clergy in each diocese. 

Larger dioceses would have more 
deputies, smaller ones fewer, but 
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the spread between large and small 
representatives would be no greater 
than two to one. 

Proposed to speed Convention pro- 
ceedings is a resolution prohibiting 
a vote by orders unless required by 
the entire lay and clerical represen- 
tation from at least three dioceses, 
before the voting begins. ‘The Com- 
mittee suggests that dioceses elect 
their deputies a year earlier than is 
now customary and permit them to 
serve also as deputies to Provincial 
Synods. 


Industrial Areas. The Joint Com- 
mission to Survey the Missionary 
Problems in Industrial Areas makes 
five specific recommendations. Most 
important, according to the Commis- 
sion, is a study undertaken by the 
Church during the next triennium 
“of the whole subject of evangelism 
in our urban industrial civilization,” 
adequately financed, to survey the 
opinion which people in different 
parts of the country have about the 
Church and its leadership, and to 
determine the mental images they 
hold of the Church. The study 
would cover the motivations behind 
adult accessions to the Church. 

The Commission proposes “a 
painstaking study in accordance with 
the techniques of motivational re- 
search” to determine with accuracy 
to what motivations the Church now 
appeals, how successful these appeals 
are, and by what the modern person 
is motivated as he looks toward the 
Church. 

The Commission also recommends 
seminary training in urban indus- 
trial problems, the continuation of 
conferences to bring to the clergy 
and others “the developing insights 
which have begun to emerge from 
the research and experimentation 
going on in the Church,” and a 
strengthening and expanding of the 
ministry of the laity in industrial 
missionary work. 


Liturgical. The Standing Liturgical 
Commission proposes amendments 
to the Church’s Constitution per- 
mitting trial use of a revised Book 
of Common Prayer. 

As presently written, the Consti- 
tution requires that any change in 


the Prayer Book must be voted at a 
General Convention, studied by 
diocesan and district conventions 
and finally voted at the next suc- 
ceeding General Convention. The 
recommended amendments would al- 
low trial use during the interim of

The Minor Holy Days 
referred to are a list of nearly one 
hundred so-called Black Letter 
Days which the Commission pro- 
poses as additions to the Calendar 
of the Church, commemorating ma- 
jor church figures and events in 
church history from Apostolic times 
to the present. 


Matrimony. A renumbering of the 
impediments to the solemnization 
of marriage listed in Canon 17 is of-

fered by the Joint Commission on ~ 


Holy Matrimony. 

If voted, the Commission’s resolu- 
tion would reduce the present nine 
impediments to four: consanguinity 
within certain degrees; failure of 
either party to have reached the age 
of puberty; a concurrent contract 
“Inconsistent with the contract con- 
stituting canonical marriage’; and 
“lack of free will and competent con- 
sent on the part of either party.” 

The fourth impediment is stated 
to include “fraud, duress, mental 
deficiency or insanity, and such de- 
fects of personality as to make such 
consent impossible.” 

Another change in the Canons the 
Commission recommends is the dele- 


tion of Section 2 (d) of Canon 18: 


Any person in whose favor a judg- 
ment has been granted under pro- 
visions of this Canon [annulling a 
previous marriage] may be married 
by a minister of this Church, pro- 
vided that if the marriage is pro- 
posed to be solemnized in another 
jurisdiction than the one in which 
said judgment has been granted, the 
said judgment shall have been pre- 
viously submitted to and approved 
by the Ecclesiastical Authority in 
the jurisdiction. 

Finally the Commission proposes 
that the Church establish the ob- 
servance of Marriage Renewal Sun- 
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day on the Third Sunday after 
Epiphany. 

Appended to the Commission’s re- 
port is a statement on the teach- 


_ ing of the Episcopal Church with 


respect to Holy Matrimony “to 
accompany Canons 16-18.” 


Music. General Convention ap- 
proval of a list of 700 recommended 
anthems and services is requested by 
the Joint Commission on Church 
Music. 

The Commission’s report an- 
nounces the imminent publication of 
A Handbook of the Music of the 
Episcopal Church for church musi- 
cians and clergymen. 

The Commission suggests, too, a 
change in its make-up from the 
present four bishops, four other 
clergy, and four organists, to two 
bishops, four priests, and six or- 
ganists. 


Provincial System. To increase the 
effectiveness of the Church’s eight 
Provinces, the Joint Commission to 
Study the Provincial System offers 
two resolutions: 

The first, an amendment to 
Canon 4, would require the National 
Council to act on program and 
budget suggestions from the Prov- 
inces at its spring meeting preced- 
ing each General Convention. 

The second, a new section to be 
added to Canon 8, would require 
that all General Convention’s Joint 
Commissions and Committees re- 
port their findings to the Provinces 
for study “prior to the first day of 
September in the year preceding 
each triennial meeting of General 
Convention.” 

The Commission also offers two 
resolutions designed to lighten the 
burden of the Presiding Bishop with 
respect to the consecration of new 
bishops by allowing Provincial presi- 
dents to act in his stead. 

Finally the Commission asks that 
it be continued “with instruction to 
report a plan for the realignment of 
the Provinces and the creation of 
new provinces to the next General 
Convention.”

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land and buildings of $175,000 
plus a $175,000 parish house and 
educational building now being 
erected. 

A group of young married couples 
living in the College Park area of 
Orlando requested the Bishop to 
start a mission in the fall of 1948. 
Services began in September of that 
year for the eighteen communicants 
in the only available building, a 
commercial garage. For seven 
months, each Sunday, a folding altar, 
chairs, Prayer Books and hymnals 
were carried by the parishioners to 
the garage where a church was set 
up, to be dismantled after the serv- 
ices. Then it became possible to rent 
a store which served for two years 
as St. Michael’s church and parish 
house. In 1951 a building, consisting 
of an assembly hall which could be 
used both as parish house and 
church, plus a wing with classrooms, 
was erected at a cost of $25,000 on 
a two acre tract of land purchased 
two years earlier. In 1952 a vicarage 
was built on the same property. At 
the 1953 convention of the Diocese 
of South Florida St. Michael’s was 
admitted as a self-supporting parish. 
Ground was broken for the present 
church building in June, 1957. The 
total value of the present land and 
buildings approximates $150,000. 
The congregation now numbers 325 
communicants. 

The Diocese called a priest to give 
full time to establishing a new con- 
gregation in South Miami in the fall 
of 1950. Meeting in a public school 
the mission began with seventy com- 
municants and was named St. 
Thomas’. In 1951 three acres of land 
with five cottages were purchased for 
$30,000. For worship services a tent 
was rented in 1952 and served as 
church and parish house for two 
years when the present parish house- 
church was completed at a cost of 
$40,000. A loan from the National 
Council’s China Fund of $25,000 in 
1954 allowed the erection of the first 
Christian education building. Fol- 
lowing its acceptance as a parish in 
1955 St. Thomas’ organized a parish 
day school and built a second educa- 
tional building at a cost of $50,000. 
Now numbering 1,090 communi-

great revelation during the past 
year to learn the loneliness of the 
lives of these students. Living on 
very limited incomes, often with the 
wife working, with several children 
for whom to provide, the lives of 
these students are all but barren of 
any of the social pleasures of life. 
Here Canterbury can be of great 
assistance. Plans are now being 
made to provide regular Couples 
Nights for these students so that 
they can come and enjoy the pleas- 
ure of others similarly situated. A 
baby-sitting service is being plan- 
ned at no cost to them so that they 
too may feel that the Church 
through Canterbury cares about 
them. 

It would be a great help if par- 
ents and rectors throughout the 
country would advise the chaplain 
when their young people are going 
to college so that the chaplain may 
look them up and make them 
welcome. Often, several months 
pass before the chaplain knows 
even the names of students who are 
his responsibility and whom _ he 
wants to serve. He wants them to 
know,

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In recent years, Sunday School enroll- 
ment increased and created the problem of 
over-crowding. Accordingly, the parish 
acted to provide modern classrooms and 
facilities for parochial activities. 


The building and improvement program 
included the purchase of the rectory on ad- 
joining land and the erection of a church 
school building. 


These projects were completed with 
the help of loans from the AMERICAN 
CHURCH BUILDING FUND COMMIS- 
SION. The Church of the Epiphany is now 
on the march to provide the best of mod- 
ern education in the Faith for its children 
and to stimulate further study and inquiry 


by the adults.

Church exclusively and continuously for more than seventy-seven years. 


(CSN CONVENTION in Miami Beach has a special 
meaning for The Episcopal Church Foundation; it marks the ninth | 
birthday of the Foundation. 
In 1949, delegates to General Convention in San Francisco con- 
sidered and approved a resolution to establish an organization whose 
sole purpose would be independently to seek out funds to meet the 
urgent demands of the Church for expansion and capital needs. 
Now, nine years later, the Foundation will report at Miami Beach / 
on how it has grown from an idea to a vigorous auxiliary of the 
Church widely supported by both clergy and laity. It will be able 
to point to such very substantial accomplishments as providing 
major help for building more than a hundred churches, parish halls 
and related facilities. 
However, it will not mark its birthday by dwelling on past accom- 
plishments. It knows that at this General Convention — and at others 
in the future — difficult decisions will have to be made when dele- 
gates weigh all that the Church should do against the means it will 
have to work with. It knows, too, that unexpected opportunities for 
service which could not have been anticipated or provided for will 
confront the Church. It is the duty of the Foundation to find addi- 
tional funds so that such challenges do not go unmet. 
Therefore, it will continue to appeal to those who, by gifts or 
bequests, can help make sure that the Church will not falter or fail 
when it is called upon to serve. It asks you now, as it will ask you 


many more times, to remember that through the Foundation you can 
build a Church that will be able to respond to every challenge. 
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
